WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—(4)— 
The president’s emergency re-employ- 
ment campaign is one of the activi- 
ties which has been devised in order 
to give effect to the national indus 
trial recovery act passed by the last 
session of congress. It is supplemen- 
tary to the plan of code adoption by 
various industrial and trade groups 
which has for its purpose the elim- 
ination of unfair competition, the 
establishment of more equable rewards 
for labor, the spread of employment 
and the control of production. This 
plan for speeding business recovery is 
rapidly being made effective and the 
blue eagle campaign does not mean 
that there will be the slightest let-up 
in the drive to make general the adop- 
tion of codes by industries and trade 
groups. 

The president’s emergency re-em 
ployment plan is intended to bridge 
time and to bring the nation out of 
the depression more rapidly than if 
the code adoption plan were depended 
upon exclusively. The president's

Beginning tomorrow an intensive 


drive will be carried on throughout 
the country to speed up the blue eagle 
campaign and make its benefits imme. 

Some 1,500,000 
volunteer workers are making a block- 
to-block canvass in an effort to get 
every employer in America under the 
blue eagle and a consumer's insignia 
in every home. 

The president’s emergency re-em- 
ployment campaign may be described 
briefly as a plan to add from 5,000,- 
000. to 6,000,000 persons to the na- 
tion’s pay rolls immediately through 
agreements made with the president 
of the United States by some 5,000,- 
000 concerns or individuals, employ- 
ing two or more persons each. 

In order that this number of jobs 
may be made available, it will be 
necessary, of course, for employers in 
many cases to shorten working hoprs.

Chicago. 

The administration made public an- 
other list of markets at which proc- | 
essors have been authorized to pay | 
premium pigs thus far. | 

Among them were Augusta, 
Atlanta and Nashville. 

The administration announced 1t | 
would not pay premiums on any piss 
weighing less than SO pounds ship- 
ped to these six markets after today 
until next Tuesday. It was added | 
that the purchases after Tuesday 
would be only in “stated numbers” 
and after shippers had obtained per- 
mission to carry the pigs to market. | 

In addition after today permission 
to ship to any market authorized to 
buy the pigs and sows must be ob- 
tained g before the hogs are sent on 
their way. | 

Farrowing sows were not. affected | 
by the order, farm officials said, since | 
the ratio of smaller weight pigs ship- 
ped to the sows sent to market was.

MONETARY POLICY 
FORESEEN FOR U.S. 


Roosevelt To Confer With 
Governor of Bank of 
England This Week. 


(Copyright, 1933, by the United Press.) 

NEW YORK, Aug. 26.—(UP)— 
A definite United States monetary 
policy may be formulated soon, it be- 
came known tonight, with disclosure 
that President Roosevelt plans to con- 
fer next week with Montagu Norman. 
governor of the Bank of England: 
Lewis Douglass, director of budget, 
and Dean Acheson, acting secretary 
of treasury. 

Discussion of this momentous meet- 
ing included, the United Press learned 
today, some talk of a possible Anglo- 
American pool to stabilize currencies 
of Great Britain and the United 
States. 

Deviating from his customary pol- 
| icy of traveling secretly—a_ policy 
'which at times even extended to using 
'an alias—Norman arrived in the Unit- 
ed States this week after announcing 
in London he probably would confer 
| with George L. Harrison, governor of 
'the federal reserve bank of New York, 
and one of the chief American advisers 
on financial policy. 

Conferences started immediately. 
Among the first who Norman talked 
with were Acheson, acting secretary 
of the treasury during the recent ill- 
'ness of Secretary Woodin, and Daug- 
lass, energetically young budget direc- 
tor. These three are expected to go 
to Hyde Park next week. Norman 
in New York is as mysterious and 
secretive as ever. But behind his con- 
ferences there loomed the possibility 
of a definite American monetary pol- 
icy, the possibility of inflation and 
some likelihood of an Anglo-American 
stabilization agreement.

Still later on, it became uniformly 
accepted throughout the country, al- 
most, that it was not fair to our 
neighbors to let anybody hire their 
children, when they were little bits 
of things, when they ought to be at 
school.

Many years ago we went even fur- 
ther in saying that the government 
—state government or national gov- 
ernment—would have the right to 
impose increasing taxes on increas- 
ing profits because of a simple prin- 
ciple that very large profits were, 
of course, made at the expense of 
neighbors and, therefore, should, at 
least to some extent, be used through 
taxes for the benefit of the neigh- 
bors. Now the extension of the idea 
of not hurting our neighbors is rec- | 
ognized today as no infringement on | 
the guarantee of personal liberty— | 
personal liberty to the 
For example, it is no more a re- | 
striction to tell a man that he must) 
pay adequate wages than it is to tell | 
that man that he must not hire child 
labor, or that he must not maintain | 
a nuisance against his neighbors. | 

I think it is within this under- | 
standing of the deeper purposes of | 
things today that the national re-' 
covery act we have heard so much) 
about is proceeding and that that, 
act is being accepted by the people | 
of the country with the understand- | 
ing of what it is all about. 


Of course, it is true that your gov- 
ernment in Washington hopes that 
the building up of wages that are 
too low, that are starvation wages, 
and shortening of hours of work, 
hours that are too long, in every 
part of the Union, will result in a 
greater distribution of income and 
wages and thereby increase the num- 
ber of people in this country that 
ean be employed. It is true that we 
in Washington are seeking definitely 
to increase the purchasing power of 
of the average American citizen, | 
and, therefore, of the nation as a 
whole. It is also true, I think, that 
we are definitely succeeding in this 
purpose and that the down-hill drift 
of America has definitely turned and 
become the upward surge of America,

With some minor exceptions, the

with employers is, briefly, as follows: 
Any employer of a factory or mechani- 
cal worker or artisan must not pay 


him less than 40 cents an hour or work 
him more than 30 hours a week, ex- 
cept that if the employer were pay- 


ing less than 40 cents for that kind of 
work on July 15, 1929, the employer 


can pay that rate now, but not less 


than 30 cents an hour. 
As to all other employes—those on 


a weekly rate—the employer will pay 


not less than $15 a week in a city of 
over 500,000 population; or $14.50 
a week in cities of between 250.000 
and 500,000; or $14 a week in cities 
between 2,500 and 250,000 popula- 
tion; or $12 a week in cities of less 
than 2,500 population and the em- 
ployer agrees not to work this class

ting a higher wage, the employer must 
not reduce their wages because of a 


reduction in their hours and he should 
generally keep the usual pay differ- 
ences as between the lower and the ~ 
higher paid employes.

We 
needed all the games we could get that year to win and 
we had these rained-out games coming to us. So we 
played them all three in one day. 


“And what’s more,” he added, ‘“‘we won them all. And 1} 


caught all three games. It was one of the most terrific days 
I ever spent. 
“And thé wear on the dogs was something awful. 

We played one game in the morning. We then played 

two in the afternoon. After the first afternoon game 

the dogs were barking in agony. I thought the day 

would never end. It was played in September but it 

was one of the hottest days of the year.” 

The old Oriole was quiet and let his mind slip back to 
4896. It was an August day as we talked, but Wilbert Robin- 
son suddenly became chilled. When I think of how hot it was 
that day and hold cold it is now,” he said, ‘‘it makes me shiver. 

‘I recall that between games in the afternoon we 
went under the stands and soaked our dogs in buckets 

of ice water. 

“No one had to tuck me in bed that night or sing me a 
lullaby. Three games in one day—and catching and winning 
all three—is a job. | guess if they had had baseball in the days 
of Hercules, one of the tasks assigned the old boy would have 
been to play in three ball games in one day.”’ 


OTHER TRIPLE-HEADERS. 

An investigation of the record books showed that Mr. Rob- 
inson’s 1896 triple-header is not the only one in baseball’s 
history. 
: There was one such day in 1920. The Pirates and 

the Reds played three games, starting at noon and going 

on until dark. This was even tougher than the three 

games played by the old Orioles. (We will pause a 

moment in silence in memory of the martyred dogs of 

the Pirates and the Reds of 1920.) 

The first triple-header was played in 1890, with Brooklyn 
meeting Pittsburgh. The Orioles, however, were the only out- 
fit to win all three games. 

Those three are all the records show. And three games in 
one day are now prohibited unless they are necessary to settle 
a championship.

President Payne’s address was t-

rsubstance of which is contained in the 
following extract: 

“National co-operation has become 
the program of recovery in America. 

“Individuals cannot do this; but 
groups, working together, states work- 
_ing together, and the entire nation can | 
‘do it by learning the sanctity and the 

obligation and the patriotism of co- 
operation so that the world can be 
made safe for free men to live in. 

“We shall recover our agricultural 
,efficiency, we shall reconstruct our 
‘industrial activities when we learn 
either by national compulsion or by 
‘the inner urge of religious good-will 
(how to work together for the service 
'of man and the glory of God. 

| “Co-operation is not a matter which 
one person or one group of persons 
‘can do alone. It is always an en- 
‘deavor engaging the energies of two 
sroups or two individuals. Capital 
|} cannot co-operate by itself; labor can- 
| not co-operate by itself; industry can- 
| not co-operate alone; agriculture can- 
|not co-operate in isolation. Bankers 
/and merchants and farmers and lJabor- 
'ers and capitalists and political lead- 
(ers must join hands in bringing food 
‘back to the mouths of children and 
'clothing to the backs of men. We 
shall hang together or hang sepa- 
rately. 

The New Brotherhood. | 
National co-operation in this crisis’ 
really means national religion. For 


' 


co-operation without religion is fu- 
tile and dead. The only motive which 
has ever driven men to co-operate, to 
work together for the common good, 
was uttered 2,000 years ago by the 
greatest of all statesmen: “Thou shalt 
love thy neighbor as thyself.’ Not 
the ‘new freedom’ and not the ‘new 
deal’ will save this nation economical- 
ly or intellectually or spiritually, but 
the ‘new neighborliness, the ‘new 
brotherhood.’ 

“For the first time in American 
history, we have endeavored to apply 
religion to the partnership of busi- 
ness, of politics and of life. 

r it is to find its application 
upon a national seale, the national 
recovery act must become the national] 
co-operative act. It is the grandest 
attempt to elicit co-operative endeavor 
upon the part of every human being, 


ito apply the commandment of ‘Love | 


thy neighbor as thyself,’ that has ever 
been undertaken in America. 

“Government will be rescued from 
the control of big business and made 
‘responsive to the interests of all.’ Big 
business is not bad within itself, but 
only when it monopolizes and de- 
stroys. 

“There will be a recovery to the 
small dealer of freedom from destrue- 
tive competition by a larger corpors- 
tion. We shall recover fair play in 
business, where reasonable credit and 
legitimate markets may not be closed 
to the little industries by the big mo- 
nopoly, neither by threats nor bribes, 
neither by legislation nor illicit com- 
petition. 

“There will be no monopoly of 
eredit. The small dealer must not he 
deprived of it because the bank direc- 
tor is himself'a big dealer and brooks 
no competition. 

“Combinations in the restraint of 
trade and smaller traders shall give 
way to the co-operation of all dealers 
in this new era.

There is no one best answer to this question 
either, according to psychologists. The chances 
are no two people would answer alike.

HE important thing, as those who pro- 
pounded the test saw it, was to receive a 
definite answer. No one would get 100 per 
cent who said he didn't know. In other words, 
make up your mind and give your reasons. An 
‘I don't know’ would mean you had flunked. 
And now an eminent psychologist, Dr. 
Emilio Mira, has come along with an entirely 
different problem, more realistic though still in 
the hypothetical field. This one touches on the 
moral code and raises a nice question on human 
conduct. 
question was put to 578 married cou- 
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ples, and the only conclusion 
reached by the scientist who made 
it up was that logical argument 
plays only a small part in the de- 
termination of moral conduct. 

The question was simply this: 

“Which of 10 courses would 
you pursue if you found that your 
wife had been unfaithful, throug!) 
intimacies with your best friend >?”’ 

The women were asked to sub- 
stitute the word “‘husband’’ for 
wife in their consideration of the 
problem. 

These 10 possible courses were 
outlined in an elaboration of the question, put 
down on a printed form and handed to each 
of the men and women who took the test. It 
read as follows: 


ETER is married and adores his wife. 

One day he finds a letter from her ad- 
dressed to his friend, Lewis, which shows she 
is keeping intimate relations with him. Under 
these circumstances, Peter can perform one of 
these 10 actions: 

"“]—Avenge his honor by challenging Lewis 
lo a duel. 

“2—Kill Lewis. 

*3—Kill his wife. 

*“4—Avenge the insult by making love to 
Lewis’ wife until he obtains the same intimacy 
with her. 

*“*5—Try to surprise the lovers and get a di- 
vorce with the help of the authorities. 

‘“*6—Secreily separate from his wife, while 
both continue under the same roof and remain, 
to all appearances, a married couple. 

**7—Openly separate from his wife, each 
going his or her own way and bringing other 
reasons for the separation to the eves of the 
public. 

“8—Trv by all possible means to make 
Lewis ridiculous in the eyes of Peter's wife to 
regain her affections. 

"9 Analyze the causes which led to his

wife's infidelity and endeavor to remove them. 

“*10—Put the problem before the lovers and, 
if he is convinced that their love is sincere and 
unshakable, retire gracefully and begin life 
anew in some far-off place.” 

The answers, as might be expected, were 
widely varied. 

Forty-nine men and 18 women would adopt 
the first course—the duel. Eight men and five 
women would adopt the second, killing the 
rival—proving, perhaps, that the homicide rate 
on home-wreckers isn't quite as high as popular 
tradition and the “unwritten law’ might lead 
one to believe. 

A larger number would adopt the third 
course and kill the erring spouse, 21 men and 
11 women voting for this course of action. 


é ies idea of getting even with the rival by 
making love to the rival’s helpmeet ap- 
pealed to 14 men and 23 women as the best 
way out of the situation. 

The largest single group of all was composed 
of those who would follow the fifth course and 
get a divorce. One hundred and eighty-seven 
husbands and 102 wives voted for this step. 

Only seven men and 24 women voted for 
the next course of action, by which the husband 
and wife would continue to live-under the same 
roof, keeping their separation secret. 
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The seventh choice—separa- 
tion, with the other reasons for 
the break given to friends and 
relatives—appealed to 103 men 
and 185 women as the best course 
to pursue. It is curious to note 
that the sexes voted on this ques- 
tion almost exactly the reverse of 
the way they voted on the ques- 
tion of outright divorce. 

To try to make the interloper 
look ridiculous in the eyes of the 
erring wife, so that she would 
turn again to her husband of her 
own accord, seemed best to 96 
men and 143 women. Forty-eight men and 23 
women said they would adopt the ninth method 
—a patient endeavor to find out why the wife 
had strayed, so that the cause could be re- 
moved. 


HE tenth course, involving a frank talk 

with the two lovers and a voluntary retire- 
ment by the husband if that proved to be what 
the lovers wanted, was recommended by 45 
men and 44 women. 

It is small wonder that the psychologist who 
administered this test found himself unable to 
come to any very definite conclusions about the 
significance which might be deduced from the 
answers he obtained. Only a few generaliza- 
tions can be drawn. 

The number of men and women who said 
they would resort to violent methods is perhaps 
surprisingly small. Those who look upon the 
tit-for-tat method of “*getting even’ as typically 
a feminine trait might find support for their be- 
lief in the fact that nearly twice as many 
women as men said they would adopt that 
course in this instance. 

On the other hand, the number of men who 
would go for a divorce was considerably larger 
than the number of women; and the women 
who would try at all hazards to preserve out- 
ward appearances outnurfibered the men by 
more than three to one. 
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HE fact that more women than men voted 

for the eighth course of action—the course 
under which the husband would try to regain 
his wife’s love by making his rival seem ridicu- 
lous te her—might, just possibly, indicate that 
women have a better understanding of mew 
own psychology, and know better what would 
be effective in such a case, than men do. OF 
it might, equally possibly, mean nothing what- 
ever of the kind. 

In all psychological tests of this kind, of 
course, there is no single ‘‘right’’ answer. 

In the famous Edison test about the scien- 
tific expedition stranded in the desert, it was 
emphasized that the psychologist who devised 
the test did not have any particular answer in 
mind. 

One's rating in this quiz would not depend 
so much on which three people he chose to save 
as on the reasons he gave for his choice; and 
the person who flunked the test outright would 
be the person who simply reported that he didn’t 
know which trio he would save. 


1! is much the same with the questions about 

marital infidelity. What Dr. Mira was 
trying to find out was whether or not identical 
reactions could be expected from a majority 
of married folk. He found out, of course, that 
no such thing could be expected—which, per- 
haps, was what he imagined he would find when 
he drew up the test. 

And what all of such questions come down 
to, in the end, is simply the fact that different 
people look at things in different ways, and 
that it’s hard to say what any individual will 
do in an unexpected crisis. 

There is no set way for people to act in an 
emergency. Some will do one thing, some will 
do another. About all the psychologist can do 
is try to get a line on which course of action, 
among a large number of people, is likely to 
be the most popular, and what the general 
trends of behavior will be.

experts and what have you, it is 
amazing the waste that goes on 
each vear in this matter of leaves. 
A waste that assu’ ‘s large pro- 
portions, when calculated on a 
basis of fertilizer. goes on each 
fall by those who burn leaves con- 
thy sughout the fall and 
winter. 

The uses to which these leaves 
may be put are almost legion and 
their value beyond’ estimation. 
When we stop to think, we must 
remember that the leaves are 
nature's method of returning to 
the soil the food that was taken 
from it during the growing sea- 
son. Nature has more time than 
money. so she lets time and mois- 
ture do the work and efter a vear 
or more the leaves have decom- 
posed sufficiently that the trees 
ran use the food vain. In this 
dav and time we ha -on't the time 
to wait for a vear or two, and 
science has stepped in with a 
method whereby these leaves may 
be made into a fine manure in a 
Short leneth of time. 

NEED OF FER’ “IZER. 

One of the biegest problem: 
that most every’ flower-lover 
faces in this dav of automobiles 
and tractors is that of finding 
enough of the richt kind of fer- 
tilizer. It is almost impossible to 
find such a thine well-rotted 
sta‘le manure. At imes, stable 
manure may be procure: from the 
dairyman, but it is usuallv filled 
with trash, shavings. weed and 
wild gras~ seed. As far as being 
well-ro‘te”. that is a thing of the 
distant past. 

This need of the sardener may 
be filled by treating these leaves 
with a chemical compound and 
allowing them to stand for a 
short period of time. 

Another need of the gardener 
is wood ashes—so beneficial! to the 
bulbs and the perennial borders. 
These wood ashes may be obtain- 


ed by burning leaves. If these 
leaves are to be used for pro- 
curing wood ashes, be. sure and 
burn them in some sort of a wire 
container. These wire baskets, 
and that is what they really are, 
will prevent the leaves from blow- 
ing away and their ashes being 
scattered ~ll,over the place. Work 
the ashes into the surface of the 
bed or vorder lightly. This treat- 
ment is particularly beneficial to 
the bulb beds and is recommend- 
ed by almost every grower of Ger- 
man iris. 

Perhaps you are _ fortunate 
enough to have a large place with 
a couple of inconspicuous spots 
that aren't being used at the 
present time and will not be used 
for a couple of vears. If it is the 
case, vour problem is easily solv- 
ed. Dig a shallow hole. in order to 
hold the moisture, and build 
around this depression a pen. This 
low fence may be built of any 
sort of. planks and these planks 
may be as far apart as six inches, 
without danger of the leaves leak- 
ing out. As the leaves and other 
green naterials, such as grass, 
weeds and vegetable trimmings, 
are accumulated, place them in 
this pen and allow them to rot. 


SLOW METHOD. 

Of course, this method is very 
slow. as it usually takes about two 
vears for them to rot sufficiently 
that they are of any value as gar- 
den fertilizer. For this rotting 
process to be finished within two 
years even, it will be necessary 
that the heap be kept constantly 
wet. It shoud never be al! »wed to 
dry out as that stops the fermen- 
tation process that is being car- 
ried on. It is well to leave a small 
depression in the top and center 
of the pile, in order that the rain- 
fall will be held as often and as 
long as possible. With a summer 
such as. we have just been 
through you can well imagine the 


trouble involved in keeping even 
a little pile of leaves wet at all 
‘imes, much less any large pen 
of leaves. 

There is a new  scientifi 
method that is much easier anc 
quicker than the slower methocd 
outlined. These same leaves may 
be converted into real manure by 
the use of cevtain chemical com- 
pounds that may be _ procured 
with '‘ittle trouble, and applied 
with even less trouble. The 
strangest thing about this arti- 
ficial manure is that thorough 
field tests have shown it is either 


equal to real animal manure or 
superior to it. These chemical 
com~ctunds are supplied in the 
form of powder. and are applied 
by simply dusting them on the 
leaves. 

It isn’t necessary to wait until 
a large quantity of leaves is ac- 
cumulated to start making them 
into manure. As fast as the leaves 
and other vesetable matter is col- 
lected, it may be treated. As the 
leaves are ollected, place them in 
a crate and as eac foot is reach- 
ed apply the correct amount of 
these powders on the top and 
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thoroughly soak them down. 
When another foot has been ac- 
cumulated apply some more of 
the powders and soak them down 
thoroughly again. These layers 
should be packed into the crate as 
tightly as possible. If this system 
is followed it won't be long until 
vou are taking the ripened ma- 


iure from the bottom of the crate 
and adding fresh leaves and 
vegetable matter at the top. A 
fine, continuous supply of good 
manure is available at all times. 
In this manure there can be no 
chance of having weed seeds, or 
"ild grass seeds. 

PLENTY OF MANURE. 

After vou have been carrying 
this process on for a short length 
of time you will always have 
plenty of manure at all times, 
and at a cost far lower than 
stable manure. You need not limit 
yourself to the use of leaves, as 
almost any non-woody vegetable 
waste such as grass, weeds, vege- 
table trimmings, pea and bean 
vines, straw, corn stalks and 


mixed garden refuse may be used. 

This method of disposing of 
garden trash has a number of 
distinct advantages. An excellent 
practical method of disposing of 
garden trash as it accumulates, 
does away with the dangers in- 
volved in burning leaves and 
trash, but the greatest advantage 
of all gives your garden a good, 
steady source of supply for the 
fine manure full of humus. There 
is no better source for humus 
than decayed vegetable and ani- 
mal matter. 

There are several points to be 
kept in mind in the use of this 
chemical compound that our 
English friends have ~iven us: 

1. Don’t make the pile more 
than six feet high. 

2. Keep the = stack 
tightly. 

3. Scatter the powders evenly. 

4. Don’t wash the powders 
away. 

5. Keep the pile wet. 
easy in the fall. 

6. A covering will hasten fer- 
mentation, 

7. Time necessary, from two to 
six months, 

SEPTEMBER BULBS. 

There are several different 
families of all planted bulbs that 
should be planted as early as pos- 
sible for finest flowers’in the 
spring. These include daffodils, 
peonies, German iris and ma- 
donna lilies. 

With the exception of madonna 
lilies, these bulbs will show no 
growth above the ground, but 
the roots will be growing steadily. 
Madonna lilies will not only carry 
on new growth but will also send 
up a small tuft of grass-like 
leaves, which will remain on the 
plant throughout the winter. 

Careful planting of peonies is 
particularly important, as_ the

This is 


manner in which they are plant- 
ed governs the manner in which 
they wi'l bloom the following 
year. They must be planted in 
rich, mellow soil not more than 2 
inches beneath the su “ace. If the 
bulbs are planted several inches 
deep they will oftentimes fail to 
bloom not only the first season. 
but during succeeding ones. 

There is an age-old garden 
fallacy that peonies should not be 
fed—they should be starved. This 
untruth has gained many believ- 
ers, due to the fact that peonies 
will exist under the most trying 
conditions. However, for best re- 
Sults they should be fed and 
should be fed very heavily. The 
best fertilizer for them is the use 
of 3 or 4 inches of cow manure 
mulch placed on top of the bed 
each fall. 


WHAT TO DO IN SEPTEMBER. 


STRAWBERRIES: Now is the time to 
prepare the strawberry bed, using 
large quantities of stable manure 
thoroughly worked into the soil. This 
bed should be allowed to stand for 
about two to four weeks before the 
plants are set. 

GRASS: Continue to mow the lawn at 
least once each week to eacourage 
stooling. Fertilize once each month 
for steady growth. If the drouth has 
killed a large part of your lawn. 
make your preparations for re-sowing. 
As soon as the weather is a bit cool- 
er, plant the mixtures—Kentucky blue 
grass and rye grass. Remember to roll 
the seeds in with a lawn roller. 

LILIES: As soon as you have planted 
the Madonna lilies, prepare a bed for 
the Japanese lilies, which will be 
planted during the dead winter. 

PRUNING: It is always time to cut 
dead wood out of all of your plants, 
shrubs, roses, shade trees. etc. This 
is particularly true just after a bad 
drouth, such as we have just been 
through. The sooner this dead wood is 
removed, the quicker will the plant 
recover itself, 

BUGS: Our old friends will be with us 
for a month or six weeks. The old 
rule igs hard to beat for bugs, al- 
though it is an old-fashio one: 
Black leaf forty for the sucking in- 
sects, arsenate of lead for the chewing 
insects.

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What Has Happened 


To J ustice

YOUTH in a Ford coupe 
picked up Lillian’s sister, 
A Mildred, on October 4, a 
week before the crime. Mildred 
Graef “ad set out from her home 
on Garfield avenue, Milwaukee, 
to visit a girl friend who lived 
about five blocks from the Graef 
home. She was waiting for the 
street car when the young man 
drove vp and asked her if he 
could give her a lift. 
“No, thanks,” she said. 
only going a few blocks.” 
“That's all right,” he said. “Get 
in, I'll take you there.” 


Mildred stepped into the car, 
and the young man engaged her 
in conversation. He said he would 
like to see her again, said his 
name was Jack. Mildred, before 
she. got out in front of her 
friend's home, gave “<n her tele- 
phone number. 

That was on a Tuesday night. 
The following Tuesday evening 
the seven motherless Graef chil- 
dren were at dinner with their 
father, a day laborer, when the 
telephone rang. The call was for 
Mildred. | 

“This is Jack,” said a voice. 
“You know—the fellow who gave 
you a lift last Tuesday.” 

“Oh, yes. How—er—how are 
you?” 

“Fine, I’d like to see you.” 

“Why——” Mildred hesitated 
because she had a date with her 
steady boy friend this evening. “I 
can't tonight, I—er—I don't feel 
well tonight.” 

The young man said that was 
too bad. “Some other time, may- 
be,” he said. 

aoe.” 

Mildred was about to hang up 
when. her 19-year-old sister said 
that she would go out with Jack. 
“Just a minute,” Mildred said to 
the young man. She turned to 
Lillian. 

“But you have to work tonight,” 
she said. 

“Oh, I'll call up the store and 
have Mrs. Ramhorst take my 
place,” said Lillian. She was a 
clerk in the confectionery store 
of August Ramhorst on Third 
street. Her hours were from 1 to 
ll p. m. 

Mildred returned to the phone. 
“My sister says she'll take my 
place,” she said, “Is that all right 
with you?” 

“Sure!” 

“where will she meet you?” 

He said he would come to the 
house and honk the horn. 

Lillian made arrangements with 
Mrs. Ramhorst, and at 7:30 the 
coupe pulled up in front of the 
small gray frame house. A light 
rain was falling. Lilliam ran out, 
saying, “I wonder what this goof 
looks like.” 

Lillian Graef did 
back. 

The police learned of her disap- 
pearance and started an investi- 
gation. They found no _ trace 
whatever of the girl, or of the 
Ford coupe, or of its driver. 

The elopement theory was dis- 
carded, for the battered body of 
Lillien Graef was found three 
weeks after she disappeared. John 
Anderson, foreman of a construc- 
tion crew doing repair work at a 
point where Highway 19, known 
as the Bluemound road and one 
of the most traveled highways 
leading into Milwaukee, crosses 
the narrow Fox river in Wauke- 
sha county, discovered the body 
under a concrete bridge in the 
early morning of November 7, 
1927. 

The body had been in the water 
several weeks. 

As the police reconsructed the 
crime. Lillian Graef was murder- 
ed on the night of October 11, 
soon after she left home, and the 
body thrown into the Fox river at 
a point some distance up-stream 
from where it was found. 

The autopsy showed that the 
girl had been struck 11 times on 
the head with a semi-sharp in- 
struments, which left V-shaped 
marks, such as a.tire toc’ or au- 
tomobile wrench might make. 
Then her as-vailant had tied her 
silk scarf around her neck. It was 
wound around her neck three 
times and tightly knotted twice. 

There was no water in her 
lungs, proving that she was dead 
before her body was thrown into 
the water. 

Evidence of the <‘ightly-built 
girl's struggle to defend herself 
from the blows was found by Dr. 
Edward Miloslavich, who per- 
formed the autopsy. Lillian’s nose 
had been broken, two fingers were 
broken and there were severe 
bruises on arms and hands. 

Dr. “*‘iloslavich said she was 
slain within two hours after she 
left home, the time element being 
established by the autopsy, which 
showed death had occurred within 
three hours after Lillian had 
eaten beef steak, potatoes and 
peas, the food of which the Graef 
family supper had consisted that 
night. 

No alcohol or soft drink was 
found in the girl's stomach. 

The scene of the murder was an 
hour’s drive from her home, It 
was possible that her escort may 
have driven directly to the road 
along the Fix river, sometimes 
called Lovers’ Lane, but the earli- 
ness of the hour made it improb- 
able, in the opinion of the police. 
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This, coupled with the fact that 
the force of the blows on the 
girl’s head could hardly have been 
delivered in the restricted area of 
a small car, led police to believe 
that she was murdered in Mil- 
waukee and her body thrown into 
the stream later that night, or 
even several days later. 

Where did “Jack in the coupe” 
and Lillian go that night? Did he 
take her to some room where her 
cries were not heard? 4 woman’ 
screams along the road near 
where the body was found or on 
any other street or highway 
woul* have attracted attention. 
Yet no one was ever found who 
could throw any light on the 
mystery. 

Doctors early in the investiga- 
tion discarded the theory that she 
was killed defending her honor, 
as her clothing was not torn or 
disarranged. 

The few boys with whom she 
had had dates told of having 
their faces slapped when they 
tried to kiss her. Girls told of her 
aversion to necking and petting. 

For days following the discovery 
of the murder, the police searched 
for the mysterious Jack, but got 
nowhere. “very Ford coupe owner 
in Milwaukee and ‘joining coun- 
ties was taken to police head- 
quarters and brought face to face 
with Mildred Graef. 

Yet if the mysterious Jack was 
among them he was never dis- 
covered, for Mildred was unable 
to point a finger at any one of 
the hundreds of men and say, 
“That is the man!” 

Then cuddenly “Cadillac Dad- 
dy” came into the picture. It 
was on the suggestion of Dr. 
Miloslavich, who had performed 
the autopsy and took a keen in- 
terest in the case, that the police 
started a search for “Cadillac 
Daddy,” who was even a more 
mythical figure than the mys- 
terious Jack. 

As search for him was made 
chiefly because of his age, about 
45, and the firm belief of Dr. 
Miloslavich that the murder was 
a sadistic one and much more 
likely to be the crime of a man in 
his middle years than that of a 
youth. 

“Cadillac Daddy” was more 
a chance than acquaintance of 
Lillian Graef, investigation dis- 
closed. He was a flashy dresser, 
wore diamond rings and pins and 
drove a high-powered Cadillac. 
Once, when his car passed Lillian 
on the street, she remarked to a 
friend, “There goes Daddy.” 

He usually visited the candy 
Shop on Tuesday and Thursday 
afternoons, always after 3:30 
p. m., bought a cigar, stood and 
chatted awhile and always made 
it a point to see that it was 
Lillian who waited on him. 

He was a sportsman and fre- 
quently spoke of hunting and 
fishing trips. 

Yet he never revealed his name, 
address or business as far as the 
police could ascertain. If he had 
told Lillian, the secret died with 
her. Yet she had accompanied 
him at least twice on automobile 
rides. 

After the murder he never again 
visited the candy shop and regu- 
lar telephone calls, supposedly 
from him, suddenly stopped. 

The Graef case presents one of 
the great unsolved mysteries in 
American crime history. There are 
so few facts, and although thou- 
sands of dollars were spent in an 
effort to unravel details, no more 
is known concerning the crime to- 
day than when the beaten body of 
Lillian was dragged from the 
swirling waters of a small river 
almost six vears ago. 

. ” . 

The Graef mystery recalls one 
of the most tragic stories ever 
told in this series, the story of 
Farice King. 

She, too. went on a blind date, 
but she did not die. In fact, she 
is still alive. Her meeting with a 
handsome “.thario set in mo- 
tion a series of events which did 
not reach their denouement un- 
til more than 11 years later. That 
climax all but stands alone among 
scenes of true dramatic tragedy. 


Farice King had had her share 
of misfortune before she met 
Robert Evans. She had married 
young, given birth to a child, had 
been deserted by her husband and 
her child had died. After so much 
heartache in her life she longed 
for some happiness, and we can 
believe that she dreamed of the 
time when she would find the 
man who might bring her love 
and contentment. 

She was a student nurse in the 
Denver, (Colo.) General hospital 
when she met Evans at a Wash- 
ington’s Birthday party, Febru- 
ary, 1917. It was not long before 
she knew that she had found 
the man of her dreams. 

Unfortunately, for her, Evans 
did not take the romance serious- 
ly; in fact, he was not the man 
she believed him at cll. Unknown 
to any one in Denver, hig real 
niame was not Robert Evans but 
John C. Bobsine. He had a very 
unsavory marital record. He had 
married in Marshalltown, Iowa, 
in 1907, deserted his wife and 
two young sons in 1912, settled 
in Denver under his new name, 
and in 1914 had married Cicely 
Pearl Lewis, an actress. 

Farice King kept a diary almost 
from the beginning of her affair 
with Evans. Her entries showed 
how deeply devoted shé was ta 
him. She had no doubt that with- 
in a short while she would be- 
come his bride. He himself gave 
her no reason to think otherwise. 
for he appeared to be very much 
in love with her. 

Five months after the Wash- 
ington’s Birthday party Evans’ 
wife filed suit for divorce, alleging 
that he stayed out late, refused to 
say where he had been, and that 
he was in love with another wom- 
an. The case was never prose- 
cuted, and nothing was printed 
in the newspapers.

training. He asked Fuirice not to 
come to the depot to see him off 
because i‘ would break his heart, 
but at the last minute she hur- 
ried to the station in time to see 
him board the train with a 
woman. 

Farice investigated, found to 
her dismay that he had deceived 
her, and resolved to forget Bob 
Evans and her dreams of happi- 
ness.

The 
nurse wanted very much to be- 
lieve that he was telling her the 
truth. She succumbed utterly to 
her great love for him and look-~- 
ed forward to the glorious day 
when Bob would be free to marry 
her. 


Evans beseeched her to come to 
San Francisco for a few days. 
She did so, and after six blissful 
days she learned that he was 
still living with his wife. She re- 
turned to Denver broken-hearted. 

But again she could not put 
him out of her mind. When Evans 
returned to Denver, in 1919, he 
was able to renew their affair. 

Her hopes rose high early in 
1921, when Evans obtained a di- 
vorce. Now, she was sure, the 
long waiting was at an end, for 
Evans told her with love in his 
voice that he would make her his 


wife. Her diary recorded her de- 


lightful anticipation of the mar- 
riage. It was a high noint in the 
long romance. 

The weeks and the months 
passed, and still there was no 
marriage.

The -ight of “vans re-opened 
the floodgates of her devotion. 
Daniels was forgotten. Nothing 
mattered but her Bob. She nursed 
him tenderly, spent blissful hours 
at his bedside, thought nothing of 
the future, but only on these 
golden moments while he was 
here in the ward under her care. 
Surely, :urely, there was a way 
out for them, some means by 


which her dreams might at last 
come true, 

On November 27, Thanksgiving 
Eve, the doctor told Evans he 
would be well enough to go home 
the next day. Mrs. Evans was de- 
lighted—they woul have a fine 
dinner tomorrow. She had not 
met Farice King, who was on 
the night shift. 

Farice. heard the news. That 
evening, during her time off, she 
went downtown and returned with 


a package under her arm. She 
deposited the package in her 
locker. Later she spent more than 
an hour at Evans’ bedside, and 
still sat there besice him for a 
long while after he fell asleep. 
Then she went to a table and 
spent an hour writing ... & 
note to her mother, another to 
her ;ister, a third to Bob...

HE number of complicated 
nlays which exist at bridge 
are not many and most 

of them have already been given 
names. From time to time, how- 
ever, some new play crops up 
which I have never seen, and I 
can think of no better method 
of naming than to call it after 
its originator. 

Hence, I am presenting the 
“Volk Coup,” which is a play en- 
tirely new in bridge. Even after 
continued analysis I am not at 
all sure that I understand it, and 
my thoughts are continually 
wavering between calling it a 
stroke of genius and calling it a 
huge joke. 

West, Dealer. 

North and South vulnerable. 


The bidding: 
West North Hast Soath 


199 Pass 29 3b 
Dbl. Pass Pass Pass 


The bidding is quite logical, 
with the possible exception of 
West’s double. Mr. Volk gives the 
explanation that the hand was 
played in a match-point dupli- 
cate tournament, which explains 
West’s desire to at least try for 
a top score. 

The »pening lead was the heart 
King, which was ducked by the 
declarer. East, for some reason 
best known to himself, played the 
five. He was probably trying to 
show his partner that he held 
four hearts—for what purpose I 
cannot imagine. West continued 
with the queen, on which East 
played the deuce. This is the 
point wher. Mr. Volk’s genius as- 
serted itself. He knew that West 
would read East’s discard as 
showing four hearts and consé- 
quently knew that this player 
would place him with three 
hearts. There was no chance of 
making the contract by normal 
means, so Mr. Volk decided to try 
his coup. He ducked the second 
heart also. 

His ~-asoning worked perfectly. 
West, figuring correctly that the 
declarer held three hearts, now 
shifted to the ace of trumps for 
the purpose of eliminating dum- 
my’s ruffing power. The second 
club lead placed Mr. Volk in the 


lead. He now led a low spade and, 
when West played the ten, duck- 
ed in the dummy. Fortunately 
East played the 8-spot, which 
contributed to West's confusion. 
He felt fairly certain that his 
partner held the ace of diamonds 
but at the same time saw no 
harm in cashing a third round 
of hearts before shifting to this 
suit. Consequently, his next lead 
was the knave of hearts. Mr. Volk 
triumphantly won with the ace, 
drew the two outstanding trumps 
and laid down the ace of spades. 
When both opponents followed he 
led a low spade over to the king 
in dummy and discarded his two 
losing diamonds on the establish- 
ed cards in spades. 

Of such material are _ the 
bridge players of this country 
made. Mr. Volk probably had 
about a thousand-to-one chance 
of succeeding with his play, but, 
as a matter of fact, it was well 
worth the chance of losing an ad- 
ditional trick. The fact that every 
card outstanding was located fa- 
vorably for the psychological bar- 
rage does not detract from the 
intrinsic merit of the play itself. 
Thousand-to-one shots are bound 
to come in every now and then 
and I believe that Mr. Volk would 
be perfectly justified in naming 
this play after himself. The only 
trouble is, will it ever come up 


again?

The opportunity of making 
brilliant defensive plays does not 
occur very often and so it seems 
a shame that when the opportun- 
ity does arise the result is not al- 
ways as anticipated. Sometimes it 
even seems as though the gods 
of chance objected to spectacular 
plays, as they are so frequently 
inclined to render them of no 
value. 

The ‘ollowing hand was played 
recently by one of our rising 
young players and he saw the 
opportunity of making a type of 
play which had been originated 
by J. W. Elwell, one of the most 
valuable ontributors to the de- 
velopment of bridge. Unfortu- 
nately, this plav ¢* him no good. 
The hand was the following: 

West, Dealer. 

Neither side vulnerable. 


The bidding: 


West North East 
INT Pass 2NT Pass 
3NT Pass Pass Pass 


North chose as his opening lead 
the deuce of hearts, preferring to 
lead the weakest of his three 
four-card suits on the chance 
that he might strike some 
strength in partner’s hand. South 
won this trick with the ace and 
now stopped to calculate. It was 
obvious that the heart return 
would do no good and it was 
equally obvious that no more 
than one trick could possibly be 
taken in spades or « ubs. The only 
chance of defeating the contract, 
therefore, seemed to depend on 
the diamond suit. Waiting for 
partner to lead this suit could do 
no good as dummy held a certain 
stopper anyway. However, if this 
stopper could be taken out ime 
mediately and partner could ob- 
tain the lead once while a dia- 
mond still remained in his hand 
there was a distinct chance of 
defeating the contract. South, 
therefore, led his fourth-best dia- 
mond at trick 2, which was won 
in the dummy with the 10. The 
next lead was the queen of spades, 
which was won with North’s King, 
and South saw visions of his 
dream -oming true. However, poor 
North held no more diamonds 
and consequently could not con- 
tinue the brilliant defense which 
his partner had started. Forced 
to lead some other suit, he neces- 
sarily put declarer in the lead on 
the next trick, and of course, the 
‘latter was able to spread the 
hand for three no-trump. 


The fact that the play failed 
does not detract from the credit 
which is due South. He made the 
only play which stood a chance of 
defeating the contract. Of course, 
it is true that a diamond open 
would iefeat three no-trump but, 
after all, this savors somewhat 


of double tummy.
